THE BATTLE OF FALKIRK. 
Day broke on the army of England 


moving onward to Linlithgow in one 
long and variegated column. To.those 
whom sanctity of character, or local 
situation, enabled to wait its approach, 
the spectacle which was now at hand, 
must have been fearfully interesting.— 
Since the days of the Romans, the pres- 
ent army was perhaps the largest that 
had traversed the plains of Scotland.— 
Many alterations had been introduced 
about this time into Europe by the cru- 
saders; and Edward, who was not inapt 
in the militaiy art, had, during his res- 
idence in Palestine, and his expeditions 
to France, availed himself of every in- 
vention that came under his observa- 
tion. 
His army, therefore, might just- 


ly be considered as the most perfect in 
discipline, equipment and feudal splen- 
dor, that Christendom could boast of 
at the lime. .As it approached, it seem- 
ed to lengthen, the interminable array 
issuing, as it were, from some inex- 
haustible source on the verge of the 
horizon: its glittering mazes occasion- 


on the issue of a single battle, the 
Guardian would gladly have protrac- 
ted Ihe warfare, by retiring farther to 
the North. 
Divisions, however, pre- 


vailed among the leaders of the Scots, 
k before they could agree on the nitas-. 
uies necessary to be adopted, the near 
approach of the English and the great 
superiority.of the latter in cavalry, ren- 
dered retreat extremely hazardous. 


The Scottish army, consisting prin- 


cipally of spearmen and lancers, was 
arranged in four divisions or schiltrons. 
Those in the centre held their long 
spears perpendicular, and stood ready 
to fill up a vacancy, while each inter- 
vening 
rank 
gradually sloped their 


weapons till they came to i level. 
The 


front rank kneeling, and the whole 
closely wedged together, presented to 
Ihe enemy the appearance of four enor- 
mous Hiinenelnbie 
porcupines, the 


space between each being filled up with 
arches. 


Edward, on seeing these dispositions 


for battle, hesitated to iri"C orders for 
the attack, and proposed that bis fol- 
lowers should pitch their tents, and al- 
low the soldiers and horses time for 
rest and refreshment. 
This was oppo- 


sed by his officers, as being unsafe in 
their present situation—a .small rivulet 
only intervening between the two ar- 
mies. "What, then, would you ad- 
vise?" exclaimed Edward. 
"An im- 


mediate advance !'' was the reply ; the 
field and the victory will be ours !'J— 
"In God's name, then, let it be so !" 
said the King. 


The Earls of Lincoln, and Hereford, 


accordingly, led the first squadron to 
the attack. Their progress, however, 
was retarded by an extensive morass 
which covered the front of the Scots, 
and obliged their enemies to make a 
circuit to the West. 
While thus cm- 


ployed, the powerful squadron under 
the bishop of Durham manat^ed to get 
in front of the enemy,

Basset of Dravion. 'and teach us not

•On, then,' said Bek, 'set on in your own 
way; we are all soldiers to-day, and 
bound to-our duty.' 
Instantly tlu-y 


rushed forward and soon became enga- 
ged with the first schiltron, which was 


lives. 
In one of these efforts he ad- 


vanced alone in the midst of his little 
band, and. with a single blow, slew 
Brian le Jay, a Knight Templar of high 
military renown, who had shown him- 
self most active in harrassing the re- 
trealing Scots. 
The 
death of this 


Templar, which took place in Calend- 
er Wood, damped the ardour of his 
companions, and enabled the Scots to 
make good their retreat. 
Sir John 


Graham, however, giving way to a gal- 
lant but imprudent ardour advanced too 
far amongst the enemy, where he was 
surrounded and slain ; and Wallace, af- 
ter repeated endeavors to revenge the 
death of his friend, rejoined his follow- 
ers. 
This he effected with great diffi- 


culty, from the influx uf the tide, and 
the weakness of his horse, which is said 
to have been so worn out with the fa- 
tigues of the day, and the wounds it had 
received, that the noble animal expired 
us soon as it had placed its master be- 
yond the reach of his pursuers. 


In this sanguinary conflict, 15,000 


Scots are said to have been left on the 
field ; the moist distinguished of whom 
were Sir John Graham of Dundalk, Sir 
John Stewart of Uonkil, and Macduff, 
grand uncle to the Earl of Fife. 
The 


extent of the English loss from the 
stubborn opposition of their enemies, 
must also have been considerable. 
Af- 


ter the battle, Wallace fell back on 
Sliding, which he burnt, in order to 
prevent it from falling into the hands 
of the English. 


: simultaneously attacked on the 


opposite quarter by the first division, 
which had cleared the morass. 
The 


cavalry o! the Scots, and a Jarge body 
of the vassals of John Comyn. immedi- 
ately wheeled about, and left the field 
without awaiting that attack. 
The 


schrikrons of spearmen, however, stood 
firm, and repulsed all the efforts of their 
numerous and heavy armed assailants. 
who recoiled again and 
from be- 


fore the muss of spears which their en- 
emies presented. 
Baffled in their at- 


tack, the cavalry of Edward charged 
upon the archers, who, less able to stand 
their ground against the.weight of their 
mail-clad adversaries, gave way. In 
the confusion, Sir John Stewart of Fon- 
kiil, brother to the Stewart of Scotland, 
was thrown to the ground, while at- 
tempting to rally his vassals, the arch- 
ers of Selkirk; and though many of 
them rushed forward to hi.s assistance, 
their exertions were in vain ; their gal- 
lant leader fell, surrounded by the bo- 
dies of his faithful tenantry.

The English papers relate a gallant 


action, followed by a summary and 
somewhat irregular method of admin- 
istering justice, which took place lately 
near the Island of Ascension. 
The 


British ship Falcon, of twelve guns and 
thirty men, fell in with a pirate mount- 
ing thirty guns, with a crew of two hun- 
dred and fifty men, and after two hours 
and a half hard fighting, succeeded in 
making her a prize. The little crew 
was ia no small difficulty, after the cap- 
ture of their disproportioned antago- 
nist, what to do with their prisoners, 
who, as soon as they had an opportuni- 
ty, shewed symptoms of an attempt to 
overpower them. 
On reaching Ascen- 


sion, the officers of tht Falcon sent the 
pirates on shore in companies of twen- 
ty, in ihe long boat, and hanged them 
on the Island, reserving only the pirate 
captain and mate, whom they carried 
off to Bermuda to be tried. 


The Rials in England.—About 300 


persons were found guilty by a special 
commission, at Winchester, of having 
participated in the acts of outrage com- 
mitted in Hampshire.

R E V O L U"'! 10 N A R Y SOLDI E R S. 


The House went into Committee of 


the Whole on the bill supple:nentary 
to the act of 1828 for the relief of cer- 
t.iin surviving officers and soldiers of 
the Revolution. 


This bill, as usual on all bills making 


general provision 
on the subject of 


Pensions, gave rise to much debate1; 
especially on the often discussed ques- 
tion of- including the militia in the re- 
lief" extended to the regular soldiers. 


The question being put on ordering 


the bill to be engrossed and read a third 
time, it was carried by the following 
vote :—yeas. 126, nays, 43. 


The following is the bill as it was 


passed to a third reading: 


Be it enacted. Sec. That each of the 


surviving officers, non-commissioned 
officers, musicians, and soldiers, of the 
army of the Revolution, who shall Ivtve 
served in the continental line, stale 
troops, volunteers or militia, at one or 
more terms, a period of two years du- 
ring the war of the Revolution, ancl who 
are not entitled to any benefit under the 
act for the relief of certain surviving of- 
ficers and soldiers of the Revolution, 
passed the fifteenth day of May, 1828, 
be authorized to receive, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, the amount of his full 
pay in the said line, according to his 
rank, but not exceeding, in any case, the 
pay of a captain in the said line, such 
pay to commence from January 1, 1830, 
and shall continue during his natural 
life ; and that any such officer, non-com- 
missioned officer, musician, or private, 
as aforesaid, who shall have served in 
the continental line, state troops, volun- 
teers or militia, a term or terms, in the 
•whole less than the above period, but 
not less than six months, shall be au- 
thorized to receive out of any unappro- 
priated money in the Treasury, dining 
his natural life, each, according to his 
term of service,an amount bearing such, 
proportion to the annuity granted to 
the same rank, for the service of two 
years, as his term of service did to the 
term aforesaid, to commence from Jan- 
uary 1, IS30. 


SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, That 


no person, receiving any annuity or 
pension under any law of the United 
States providing 
for 
Revolutionary 


officers and soldiers, shall be entitled to 
the benefits of this act, unless he shall 
first relinquish his further claim to 
such pension; and in all payments un- 
der this act,lhe amount which may have 
been received under any other act as a- 
foresaid,since the date at which the pay- 
ments under this act shall commence, 
shall first be deducted from such pay- 
ment. 


SEC. 3. Jlnd be ii further enacted, That 


the pay allowed by this art shall, under 
the direction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, be paid to the officer, non- 
commissioned officer, musician, or pri- 
vate, entitled thereto, or his or their au- 
thorized attorney, at such places ancl 
times as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may direct; and that no foreign officer 
shall be entitled to said pay. nor shall 
any officer, non-commissioned 
officer, 


musician, or private, receive the same 
until he furnish the said Secretary sat- 
isfaciory evidence that he is entitled lo 
the same in conformity to the provi- 
sions of this act; and the pay hereby 
allowed shall not be in any way trans- ; 
ferable, or liable to aUachmcnt. lew, i 
or seizure, by any legal process whate- 
ver, but shall mure wholly to the per- 
sonal benefit of the nfnct*)% non-com- 
rnissionen ofiicrr, musician, or soldier, 
entitled to thr s^me.

In the Senate, yesterday, numerous 


memorials were presented for the re- 
peal of the law of last Session, relative 
to the removal of the south-western In. 
dians. 
Two on the subject of Massa- 


chusetts, by Mr. Webster—one from 
Piltsburg, signed by upwards of~00 in- 
habitants, by Mr. Marks—one by Mr. 
Barnard, from Luzerne, Pennsylvania 
—and one from friends of the Admin- 
istration at Hartwick, New.York. 
Mr. Barnard presented a petition from 
Philadelphia, praying a modification of 
the Tariff law of 1828, in respect of du- 
ty on imported flax, and as it respected 
manufactures made from the same.— 
Mr. Woodburyj'rom the Committee on 
Commerce, reported a bill for a draw- 
back of d u t y on imported foreign Iron. 
Thedebateon Mr Grundy's resolution 
relative to the Post Office Inquiry was 
not resumed, and it has, for the present, 
terminated.—On the resolution being 
again taken up for consideration, Mr. 
Holmes stated that they had come to a 
conclusion on both sides, that the sub- 
ject matter had undergone sufficient 
discussion, and that he was, therefore, 
induced to move that the resolution be 
laid on the table, with the understand- 
ing that the sense of the Senate be ta- 
ken on its merits on the following clay 
(this day) at 1 o'clock. 
This was 


agreed to; after which the Senate went 
into consideration of Executive busi- 
ness, and then adjourned. 


The House of Representatives were 


yesterday exclusively occupied in the 
consideration of petitions, Mr. Edward 
Everett having succeeded in bringing 
on the discussion o! which he gave noT- 
tice on the preceding Monday, on the 
petition of the inhabitants of Berkshire, 
enforcing the necessity of preserving 
the sanctity of our treaties with the In- 
dians. 
Great opposition was made to 


the taking up of the subject, and an at- 
tempt was made to prevent it by a de- 
mand of the question of consideration 
—which, after some discussion on a 
point of order, was agreed to—the.vote 
beintr, ayes 101, noes 93. 
The House 


therefore agreed to go into the discus- 
sion of the question. 
Mr Everett then 


spoke in defence of his motion, which 
is to refer the petition to the Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs,, with instructions 
to report a bill making further provis- 
ion for executing the laws of the United 
States on the subject of intercourse with 
the Indian tribes, and also for a faithful 
observance of the treaties between the 
United States and said tribes. 
Mr. 


Everett spoke at length. 
The House 


adjourned before he had concluded. 


February 16. 


In the Senate yesterday, various me- 


morials were presented against the re- 
moval of the Southern Indians. 
Mr. 


Clayton introduced a bill to compen- 
sate the officers and soldier-sat Fort 
Delaware for the losses and injuries 
they sustained by the late calamity at 
the Fort. 


In the House of Representatives, the 


bill for the relief of Susan Decatur was 
taken up, on the motion of Mr. Dod- 
dridge, for the reconsideration of the 
former vote oh the subject, and on the 
question of engrossment for a third 
reading, it was rejected by a vote of 99 
to 90. 
The engrossed bill to authorize 


the extension, construction, and use of 
a lateral branch of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Rail Road into and within the 
District of Columbia, was read the 
third time, passed and sent to the Sen- 
ate for concurrence.
